The demand for hard coal is far 
below that of a few years ago and 
is still diminishing. Shipments to 
New England states are 20 per 
cent less than three years ago, and 
there has been a decided loss in 
tonnage shipped to the West. Even

ME ailment, common at that, is practically disregarded by most 
persons. 1 refer to the cold, prevalent at every time of year. 
Nobody thinks of goin^ to bed to nurse a cold and, unless it is 


very bad indeed, almost nothing is done to relieve it. 


Of course, a cold, is like influenza, in one 


sense. It is not serious if uncomplicated. Nobody 
ever died of influenza; nobody ever dies from 
the immediate effects of a cold. It is the sec- 
ondary pneumonia that is responsible for the 
serious and even fatal effects of influenza. The 
complications are what make a neglected cold 
dangerous. 


The familiar type of cold begins in the nose. 


First there is a sense of dryness and then the 
nose begins to "run," Then it creeps around' tc 
other tissues than those lining the nasal passages.
